Seek Tales of Pioneers. 

“ Often we entertain old settlers and per- 
sons possessed of information in our cham- 
bere to obtain their reminiscences and ac- 
counts. As soon as they are confronted with 
a stenographer and learn that a verbatim re- 
port is to be made of everything they say 
they become confused and reluctant about 
speaking. I am sure that if a voice recording 
device were either secretly or obviously in- 
stalled In our rooms we'd save lots of em- 
barrassment in our interviews. Besides, we'd 
get more complete information; more ac- 
curaté, too, Then there ts the point of pre- 
serving the speeches of the big men of our 
time. This certainly is of historic value. 

We have moving picture views. But a 
combination of the two—the idea of gaining 
a permanent record/of the*living voice and 
living movements of nothble people—would 
be new to the society.“

"HUSBAND SLAYER 
UNDER HOT FIRE 


Mrs. Patterson Modifies Previ- 
ous Story of Conduct on 
First Trip Abroad. 


STRONG POINT FOR STATE. 


Endearing Terms to Spouse in 
Her Letters Brought Out 
by Prosecutor. 


Denver, Colo, Nov. 24.—Against the two 
vital points of the story Gertrude Gibson 
Patterson, charged with the murder of her 
husband, has told upon the Witness stand— 
the cruelty and abuse of her husband and 
the charge that he had sold her for $1,500 to 
Emil W. Strouss—Special Prosecutor Benson 
today directed three hours of merciless cross- 
examination. The state, according to ob- 
servers, made considerable impression. 

Led to repeat various instances of his 
abuse and forced to declare that at the time 
she felt toward him great indignation and 
contempt, Mrs. Patterson was confrontediby 
letters she herself had written to her husband 
on dates a few days subsequent to those on 
which she declared the assau!ts upon her had 
been made. These letters were couched in 
terms of affection, models of what a devoted 
wife would write to an affectionate husband. 

On the trip to Europe with Strouss, a trip 
undertaken, she had said, at the demand of 
her husband, who received $1,500 from 
Strouss, the state put a different construc- 
tion and wrung from the witness admissions 
that strengthened the theory it advanced. 


Loses Her Imperturbability. 

Under the fire of the prosecutor the mask 
of imperturbability that Mrs. Patterson wore 
throughout the early days of the trial van- 
ished. Twice she broke down and wept, while 
at other times doubt, scorn, and indignation 
held her. Offended dignity was often her at- 
titude and she used it to good advantage. 

Reviewing her early life in Sandoval, III., 
Prosecutor Benson. wrung from Mrs. Patter- 
son an admission that when she was about 14 
years old she was expelled from school, but 
not for immoral! conduct, she declared, as he 
had intimated. He then endeavored, unsuc- 
cessfully, to get Mrs. Patterson to admit that 
she had been the inmate of a resort in St. 
Louls. 

Benson asked Mrs. Patterson if she had not 
seen a lawyer in Chicago about a divorce 
in July, 1910, and added: 

Tou took this step because of the treat- 
ment you had suffered at your husband’s 
hands?’ 

I did,” she replied. 

* You then felt indignant against your hus- 
band?’ ‘ ra 

I did.“ 


Called Husband Soul Mate. 

Here Mr. Benson handed her a letter which 
she admitted she had written to Patterson, 
then at a sanitarium near Chicago, only a 
short time after she had consulted her law- 
yer. The letter was read to the jury. In it 
Mrs. Patterson called her husband her sow! 
mate and said: 

“Tf you did not sign the paper my lawyer 
has this afternoon I wil) come to you soon as 
I am very unhappy and you are the only 
cure.” 

The witness showed no trace of embarrass- 
ment as the prosecutor read this letter. 

Then Mr. Benson led over the story of her 
husband's alleged abuse until Patterson en- 
tered a Denver sanitarium. 

Another letter written June 30, 1911, 
handed Mrs. Patterson. It read: 

My Dear Little Pet: Yours just re- 
ceived. Now you must not worry and feel 
there is a responsibility on you, for there 
is not. I take all the responsibility on my 
own shoulders. You will be happy when 
you step into your own little bungalow. 
Just be happy, Charlie, and the way to be 
happy is to know that you have got the 
best little loving helpmate and wife in the 
whole world. . .. Lots of love and 
trust me. I am true all the time. Are 
you? 


Heaviest Fire on Trip Abroad. 

On the instance of the trip to Europe with 
Strouss the state poured its heaviest fire and 
the witness fought desperately. 

By every means the prosecution sought to 
get from the witness an acknowledgment that 
just prior to the trip she had urged her hus- 
band to get into some business for himself 
and that negotiations were pending for his 
purchase of a half interest in a Chicago 
printing establishment for which she was to 
give him $1,500, which she said she had from 
an estate that had just been settled. 

To all questions on this point Mrs. Patter- 
son returned positive denials or a qualified

GUILT AND DIES 


Confesses Murder of Wife, for 
Which His Life Was Ended 
in Electric Chair. 


CALMLY GREETS HIS FATE 


Body Will Be Buried Beside That 
of His Slain Victim in 
Maury Cemetery. 


Richmond, Va., Nov. 24--Henry Cley 
Beattie Jr. before his death in the alectric 
chair, at 7:28 a. m. today confessed the mur- 
der of his wife. The statement which was 
given out follows: 

I, Henry Clay Beattie Jr., desirous of 
standing right before God and man, doon 
this 23d day of November, 1911, confess 
my guilt of the crime charged against 
me. Much that was published con- 
cerning the details vas noé true. but the 
awful fact, witheut rhe harrowing cir- 
cumstances remains. For this action I 
am truly sorry, and believing that I am 
at peace with God, and am soon to pass 
into his presence, this statement is made. 
Beattie’s confession was followed by the 

following statement by the attending clergy- 
men: 

This statement was signed in the 
presence of the two attending ministers 
and is the only statement that can and 

. will. be made public by them. 

Mr. Beattie desired to thank the many 
friends for kind letters and expressions 
of interest and the public for whatever 
sympathy was felt or expressed. 

Yields to Clergy’s Entreaties. 

The Rev. John J. Fix, pastor of the Presby- 
terlan church, of which young Beattie was 
a member and of which the elder Beattſe is 
an officer, appeared at the prison long before 
dawn. With prayers and entreaties he be- 
sought Beattie to tell the truth about the 
crime. 

“To go before your maker with a lie upon 
your Hps,““ exhorted tae pastor, ‘“‘ is sacri- 
lege. If guilty, speak.“ : 

Beattie emiled faintly, but doggedly shook 
his head. He was obdurate. Later when 
asked by James B, Wood, superintendent of 
the prison, if he had anything to say be- 
fore the sentence of the law was carried 
out he replied: 

I have nothing to say.” 

Later he yielded to the persuasion of his 
spiritual advisers, the Rev. John J. Fix and 
the Rev. Benjamin Dennis, and wrote with his 
own hand the confession of guilt, It was 
made public by consent of the Beattie family. 

Beattie passed a fairly peaceful night. al- 
though his sleep was broken. When he arose 
this morning he dressed with his usual care 
and ate sparingly. He did not appear either 
nervous or apprehensive. 

Maintains Nerve to the Last. 

During the reading of the death warrant he 
stood without a tremor. As the superin- 
tendent finished and the deputy wardens fell 
in on either side of him Beattie bowed his 
head a moment. 

Jam ready, gentlemen,” he said. 

Previously the Rev. Dr. Fix had knelt in 
prayer with the condemned man. He prayed 
for divine forgiveness for him. 

None of the Beattie family went to the 
penitentiary. In his home in South Rich- 
mond the father, surrounded by his other 
son, Douglas, his daughter, Hazel, and his 
two sisters, awaited word that all was over. 

It was just 7:23 a. m. when the shock was 
applied. One minute later Beattie was dead. 

After the legal formalities had been com- 
plied with and the witnesses had gone, the 
body of Beattie was taken to the mortuary 
room to await the coming of the coroner, who 
arrived shortly afterward. The Rev. Dr. Fix 
remained as the sole watcher. 

The Richmond afternoon papers appeared 
on the street soon after the execution with 
full details, and it became evident that the 
statute forbidding the publication of such 
details was to be disregarded, or at least 
badly stretched, throughout the state.

Following charges that an illegal payment 
of a month's salary had been made to Thomas 
F. Kiernan, who, it is declared, is acting 
without authority of law as assistant 
superintendent of the tity water pipe exten 
sion division, Assistant Corporation Counse! 
Hoyne yesterday called for Klernan's dis- 
Missal and the reinstatement of John P. 
Allen. 

Accusing various city officials of know- 
ingly permitting the violation of the civil 
service laws, A. D. Gash, attorney for Allen, 

ppealed to State's Attorney Wayman to put 

@ matter before the grand jury. Mr. Way- 
man instructed his assistant, Tom Marshall, 
to investigate charges made against the 
mayor, the three civil service commissioners, 
City Treasurer Stuckart, and Commissioner 
McGann. 

Charges Illegal Salary Payment. 

Gash charges that although these officials 
had been served with certified copies of a 
Cireuit court decision of Oct. 11, finding in 
effect that Kiernan had no title to the office 
nor any civil service standing, yet he was 
continued in the service and collected his $200 
salary as recently as Nov. 16. 

Kiernan was discharged in 1904, but he did 
serviee for Harrison in the mayoralty cam- 
paign and he managed to get reinstated the 
day following Harrison's installation, April 
17, 1911. Previously he hed received a Cir- 
cult court order authorizing his reinstate- 
ment. But on Oct. 11 that order was vacated, 

McGann and Stuckart admitted having 
received notice of the court’s order. McGann 
referred the subject on Nov. 4 to the corpora- 
tion counsel’s office for an opinion, inclosing 
a letter containing Gash's demand that Kier- 
nan‘s salary be Withheld. Stuckart referred 
the matter to his attorney, former Mayor 
Edward F. Dunne. 

Opinion Delayed; Salary Paid. 

Neither attorney had rendered an opinior 
when pay day arrived on Nov. 16, and Kiernan 
received his check.

The oats, it is alleged, were much below the 
grade at which they were represented by the 
Chicago dealer and were pronounced such by 
Inspector Robert Kettles vf the board of 
trade. y 


Forced to Accept Oats. 

Mr. Stuhr declares in his affidavit that he 
was, nevertheless, compelled to accept the 
oats, being restrained ffom taking action 
through the courts by a railroad official who 
was backing him financially and who feared 
his road would lose grain trade if the deal 
were expored. 

The special committee of the board ap- 
pointed tc investigate the charges made 
against Templeton after the latter’s severe 
arraignment of the board members Dusiness 
methods took no action yesterday. 


Report Expected Next Week. 

The committee is sifting the charges niade 
by Caleb H. Canby of C. H. Canby and 
company against Templeton, and will make 
its report to the beard of directors next 
week. 

The market was materially affected by 
Templeton's charges. Brokers and dealers 
who respect his judgment balked at cash 
deals. There was a marked difference of 
opinion as to the truth of Templeton’s con- 
tentions. 

Where there is such an immense amount 
of grain bandled,“ said Walter Fitch, former 
president of the board. there are bound to be 
mistakes made at times, such as Templeton 
refers to in his deal with the Joseph Rosen- 
baum Grain company.

‘FIND FAULT IN PARK PAY ROLL ' 


Two Separate Inquiries Said to 
Diseover $900 Loss.

One Report Will Go to City Controller | 
Today. 


Discovery yesterday that $900 has been ex- 
pended but unaccounted for since the first 
of last January in connection with the ex- 
tension of the city’e small parks system may 
lead to the filing of charges before the city 
civil service commission. 

Two investigations of irregularities tn the 
expenditure of the money were concluded 
during the day. A report of the results of | 
one inquiry which was conducted by the f- 
ficiency division ef the civil service commis- | 
sion was given to Ald. Albert W. Beilfuse, | 
chairman of the special parks commission. 

The other report, which was made by the | 
auditing division of the controller's office, | 
will be turned over to John E. Traeger, city 
controller, today. It wil go to Ald. Beilfuss 
later. 


What Reports Show. 

Both reports, it ts alleged, show the monthly 
pay rolls of the commission were made out in 
an irregular manner, and that $900 has been 
spent so far this year for work of which there 
is no record. Arthur W. O'Neill, secretary of 
the commission, and a civil service employ6, 
has charge of the making out of pay rolls. 

Ald. Beilfuss yesterday called a meeting of 
the commission for Monday afternoon. Then 
he will submit the two reports and action 
will be taken. Filing of charges against those 
responsible for the alleged irregular expendi- 
tures will be recommended, it is declared. 

Whether the commission’s funds have been 
spent for work not accounted for before this 
year has not been investigated. Members of 
the commission may ask fora more extended 
inquiry, going back into previous administra- 
tions. 


Discrepancies in Pay Rolls. 

The reports which have been made after 
two weeks’ investigations show many dis- 
crepancies existed in the commission's pay 
rolls. Monthly payments were found to 
have been made out-of the funds appropriat- 
ed for the hire of teams which were irregu- 
lar. The investigators found that money 
spent for carpentering work and for the 
purchase of black dirt has been charged up 
to teaming. This ts a violation of the rules 
regulating the expenditure of the city's 
money.

is the same political wisdom 
tive statesmanship in that 
there was in the pope's bull against 
comet. 

The Sherman anti-trust law was the first 
attempt to suspend by legislative enact- 
ment the laws underlying our industrial 
and sccial development. This measure would 
have applied with equal force to gravita- 
tion or the ebb and flow of the tides. 

What combination has ever been restrained 
under the operation, or more properly, in- 
cperation, of this so-called law? For four 
years after it was written in the statute 
books it was a dead letter and in fact lost 
to sight until the great railroad strike oc- 
curred in 1894 when Judges Grosscup, Woods, 
and others of the federal bench made the 
happy discovery that the Sherman anti-trust 
saw had been enacted for the purpose of re- 
strcining workingmen from forming com- 
binations in restraint of trade, and forth- 
with the leaders of these*workingmen were 
put in jail, and upon the application of these 
Judges to President Cleveland the regular 
army wus ordered out, Gov. Altgeld of IIli- 
nois protescing, to break up the combina- 
tion of striking employés and restore the 
rule of the united corporations. 3 


Power of Unions Destroyed. 

At the same time that the combination of 
employés was destroyed by the armed force 
of the government in pursuance of the decrees 
of the federal judges, the twenty-six railway 
corporations centering at Chicago were 
united in a powerful combination in restraint 
and suppression not only of trade, but of 
everything else that stood in the way of their 
interest, but no cognizance was taken by the 
courts of the despotic power they exercised 
in violation of the Sherman anti-trust law. 

The federal judges who construed the pro- 
visions of the law were placed upon the bench 
by the powerful interests that were violating 
the law, and so it is not in the least strange 
that only combinations of workingmen were 
broken up and only their leaders sent to jail. 

In all the twenty-one years that the Sher- 
man anti-trust law has been on the statute 
booka, not a single combination of capitalists 
has been broken up and not a single capi- 
talist committed to jail under its provisions, 
notwithstanding they have been violating 
every section of it ever since it was enacted. 


Shows Only Class Rule. 


and construc- 
measure that 
the 


binations of workingmen have been repeated- 
ly broken up and their leaders jailed by the 
government for the alleged violation of this 
law, does not go far to demonstrate the 
supremacy of the capitalist class and the sub- 
jection of the working class, class rule, in a 
world, as maintained by Socialists,I must con- 
fess my inability te understand its true sig- 
nification. 

As for the prosecution of the trusta, the 
reports of which are now occupying so much 
space in the daily papers, it should not be 
overlooked that the national election ts only 
@ year hence, and this fact will account for 
the major part of the “ prosecution.” The 
rest is due to the enormous fees and per- 
quisites which fall to the elect who by the 
grace of the president, whose campaign fund 
was furnished by the trusts, are commis- 
sioned to vault into the arena and slay these 
same trusts in cold blood. 

To me there is something funny in the idea 
of President Taft, ex-President\Roosevelt, 
Attorney General Wickersham, Special At- 
torney Frank B. Kellogg, et al., destroying 
the trusts or restraining their operation with- 
in the limits prescribed by law. 


Says Trusts Elected Taft. 

The campaigns of both President Teft 
and ex-President Roosevelt were financed 
mainly by the trusts. Attorney General 
Wickersham made his reputation and for- 


possible that for a fee from the opposite side 
he is now going to turn about and betray 
his former clients? 

As for Special Attorney Kellogg, he is not 
only a trust attorney, but the congressional 
investigation of the street trust disclosed 
the fact that since he has been in the service 
ef the government and drawing enormous 
fees for emashing the trusts he has algo 
been receiving fees from the steel trust for 
serving the trusts. 

With President Taft's own brother as chief 
attorney for the sugar trust and another 
brother as the personal guest of John Pier- 
pont Morgan, In satin knee breeches, silk 
stockings, and golden sword, in attendance 
upon thé coronation of a foreign king, it 
will hardly be expected’ by any reasonable 
person that President Taft will make any 
savage onslaughts upon the trusts. 


Quotes Talk by Roosevelt. 

From the Socialist viewpoint, therefore. 
the prosecution of the trusts is pure politica! 
buncombe, and this fact, 0 flagrantly in 
evidence to the thinking mind and discerning 
eye, would be apparent to all if so many of 
the people were not stil in their mental 

But the truth is slowly dawning upon the 
public, forced upon them by the logic of 
the conditions which surround them and 
which are becoming more and more intoler- 
able as the trusts increase in power and 
tighten their strangle-hold upon the peopie. 

And as the people awaken so do their lead- 
ers begin to see that light. Successful lead- 


ers are wise enough to follow the people. 


If this fact, coupled with the fact that com-

For instance, the. following paragraph is to 
the point: 

“Ultimately I believe that this con- 
trol of corporations should undoubt- 
edly, directly or indirectly, extend 
to dealing with all questions con- 
nected with their treatment of their 
employes, including ,the wages, the 
hours of labor, and the like.“ 


Roosevelt Changes with Time, 


And what Socialist made himself ridiculous 
by such a foolish utterance? No Socialist 
at all; only a paragraph from his latest 
article on the trusts by Theodore Roosevelt. 
Five years ago, or when he was Still in office 
and had the power, he would not have dared 
to make that statement. But he finds it 
politically safe and expedient to make it 
new. It is not at all a radical statement. 
On the contrary, it is simply the echo of 
E. H. Gary, that is to say, John Pierpont 
Morgan, president of all the trusts. 

Mr. Roosevelt now proposes what Bi 


marck attempted in Germany forty years’ 


ago to thwart the Socialist movement, and 
that is\state socialism, so-called, which is 
in fact, the most despotic and degrading 
form ot capitalism. 

President Roosevelt, who is popularly sup- 
posed to be hostile to the trusts, is in truth 
their test friend. He would have the gov- 
ernment, the capitalist government, of 
course, practically operate the trusts and 
turn the profits over to their idle owners. 
This would mean release from responsibility 
and immunity of prosecution for the trust 
owners, while at the same time the govern- 
ment would have to serve as strikebreaker 
for the trust owners, and the armed forces 
of the government would be employed to 
keep the working class in subjection. 


Movement Cannot Be Fettered. 


If thie were possible it would mark the 
half way ground between industrial despot- 
ism and industrial democracy. But it is 
not possible, at least only temporarily, long 
enough to demonstrate its failure. The ex- 
panding industrial forces now transforming 
society, realigning political parties and re- 
shaping the government itself cannot be 
fetiered in any Buch artificial arrangement as 
Mr. Roosevelt proposes. These forces with 
the rising and awakening working class in 
alliance with them will sweep all such bar- 
riers from the track of evolution until finally 
they can find full expression in industrial 
freedom and social democracy. 

In this scheme or state socialism, or 
rather state capitalism, Mr. Roosevelt fails 
to inform us how the idle owners of the 
trusts are to function except as profit ab- 
sorbers and parasites. In that capacity 
they can certainly be dispensed with entire- 
ly end that is precisely what will happen 
when the evolution now in progress cul- 
minates in the reorganization of society. 

The trust question will be settled in due 
time, not in accordance with the precon- 
ceived notions or plans of any of us, but 
in obedience to the laws of evolutionary prog- 
ress and in harmony with the inexorable 
logic of events. 


Workers Must Decide Issue. 

One thing is certain and that is that the 
trust question will never be settled upon 
the basis of the exploitation of the working 
class The trust question is above all 
else a working class question and only an 
enlightened working class can finally set- 
tie it. 

Every conceivable attempt will be made 
to control and regulate the trusts and al) 
will prove futile in the end; and yet all these 
ure necessary to open the eyes of the peo- 
ple to what the trust actually is and to 
teach them how to deal with it intelligently 
so as to convert it from a menace into a 
bleseing to society. 

The trust is monumental of the fact that 

competition has run its course in our indus- 
trial life and that cobperation has taken its 
place as the basis of a more perfectly or- 
ganized society, a higher socia! order, and a 
mcre advanced civilization. 


People to Gain Possession. 

The millions of workers of all kinds who 
are employed in these truste and who alone 
are necessary to their operation are organ- 
izing industrially and politically to take 
possession of them in the name of the people— 
socialize them, in a word—so that all may 
have the benefit of these modern social agen- 
cies af wealth production. 

Everything about a trust has been socially 
produced and everything about it is socially 
used and the character St the trust marks 
it for social ownership. 

We cannot go backward if we would: we 
are pushed onward by the forces that move 
gociety even in spite of ourselves. 

As the trusts grow more and more power- 
ful and the puny attempts to shackel them 
become more and more futile, the only alter- 
native left will be to socialize them. have 
them owned by the people, and then, and not 
until then, can they be successfully con- 
trolled and regulated by the government. 

But the controlling factor in the trans- 
formation from private ownership to social 
ownership of the trust, from production for 
the profit of the few to production for the 
use of all is the working class. already 
drilled by the trusts to work together co- 
operatively and now awakening to consclous- 
ness of their interests as a class and develop- 
ing their economic and political power,

Ironmaster Says He Feels 
Sorry for Boy Who Is 
Born with Riches. 


CONDUCT ADVICE. 


Memorized . Shakspeare While 
Carrying Messages to The- 
ater Manager. 


GIVES 


New York, Nov. 24.—[Special.]—Andrew 
Carnegie and President John Finley of the 
College of the City of New York were the 
guests tonight in the lecture room of the 
church of the 200 men who compose the Bible 
class presided over by John D. Rockefeller 
Jr. at the Fifth Avenue Baptist church. 


There were Scotch songs and there were, 


happy speeches by Mr. Carnegie and Presi- 
dent Finley that put everybody in good 
humor. 

I'm a victim tonight of misplaced circum- 
Stances,’’ began Mr. Carnegie. ‘‘I came here 
expecting to see John Rockefeller’s school- 
boys. If you grown men are all his boys he 
must have married a third wife. 


Sorry for Rich Man’s Son. 

“I had intended to tell these young men 
my ideas of how they should start in life. I 
had intended to contrast the lives of profes- 
sional men whose aims are higher than mere 
dollars. And then I had intended to come 
down to kusiness men, and was going to con- 
gratulate you because you are not the sons 
of millionaires. Millionaires’ sons, as a rule, 
don't average high. But when one of them 
does it’s a fine thing to do.“ 

Then he said he had intended to tell the 
“boys” he had expected to find arp 
avoid alcohol. 

“There are other things, too, not wicked, 
but just foolish,”’ continued Mr. Carnegie. 
“Why, there actually are young men who 
draw tobacco smoke into their mouths and 
then puff it out. Think of it! For heaven's 
sake, don’t be so foolish!” 


Tells of His First Job. 

“I’ve been asked to tell my own experi- 
ences, said the ironmaster. 

“When I was a boy in Pitsburgh I began 
by working in a cotton factory.“ Mr. Carnegie 
went on. Manager Brooks of the Western 
Union office there asked my uncle if he knew 
of a boy that wanted a job carrying tele- 
grams. My uncle told Mr. Brooks about me, 
and uncle and I went over to the ‘telegraph 
office. 

When we got tothe building I sald, ‘ Now. 
uncle, I'm going to do this myself. You stay 
outside and I'll go in and get the job alone.’ 
I gotit. The pay was §2.50a week. My father 
and mother thought this was too much. And 
after a while Mr. Brooks said to me—I was 
then the oldest messenger there—‘ Andy, 
you're a better boy than the others. Your pay 
is raised from $11.50a month to $13.50.’ 

I wondered what I was going to do with 
the surplus. My, I was proud that day. 1 
remember well that I ran all the way across 
the bridge—I lived in Allegheny then—and 
that I picked out the roadway of the bridge 
so that my speed wouldn’t be impeded by 
pedestrians. 


Gave Everything to Mother. 

My brother Tom and I slept together in 
the garret and that night I told him all about 
my first raise in pay. And the next morning 
I turned over to my mother the usual $11.50 
and then gave her the rest. O Lord, I'll never 
forget that happy moment.” 

Mr. Carnegte related how, whenever he had 
a telegram to.deliver to Manager Porter of 
the theater nearby he would hold back the 
message until after the curtain had gone up 
so that he could see the show. Here he first 
learned of Shakspeare, and he told of how he 
had memorized passages of Shakspeare, 
which he later, he said, “ would throw off in 
conversation, and my hearers thought the 
words were original.“ 

His uncle told him that he had a perfect 
right to repeat the word hell in quoting 
Shakspeare. 

Then I became a telegraph operator at

8 SCHEMES FOR COUNCIL. 


Hot Fight Expected; ‘*Yeas’’ Include 
Alderman Coughlin.

After a short but exciting session the city 
council elections committee yesterday after- 
noon, by a vote of 9 to 7, recommended for pas- 
sage a, redistricting ordinance establishing 
new boundary lines for Chicago’s wards. 

The plan finally recommended is practically 
the same as that approved earlier in the 
week. Slight changes were made affecting 
the limes between the Thirty-second and 
Thirty-third and the Thirty-second and the 
Seventh wards. 

Final attempts to make changes in the 
boundary lines of some of the wards proved 
futile. Ald. Anton J. Cermak, chairman of 
the committee, threatened to defer action 
if the aldermen continued to demand that 
changes be made. The citmax of the meeting 
came when Ald. B. F. Clettenberg served 
notice on Ald. Cermak that he would submit 
a minority report and an opposing plan and 
ordinance to the council. 

Cermak Has Another Plan. 

After the meeting Ald. Cermak declared that 
he would submit a plan of his own in addition 
to the scheme recommended by the com- 
mittee. 


* The plan I shall send to the council on my 


own account will have straight boundary 
Unes, asserted Ald. Cermak. There will 
be no gerrymandering to keep certain alder- 
men in their wards.”’ 

Ald. Cermak ran the steam roller over the 
opposition to the plan submitted yesterday. 
He forced a vote despite a flood of objections 
from aldermen who crowded into the commit- 
tee room. The ordinance was recommended 
for passage without being read. 


How the Vote Stood. 

The vote follows: 

YEAS—Coughlin, Harding, Powers, 
Bauler, Reinberg, Wilson, Twigg, 
Bergen, and Reading. 

NAYS—Egan, Lawley, Stewart, 
Clettenberg, Britten, Littler, and Rea. 


The most heated discussion came when Ald. 
Hyldahl asked that the boundary line be- 
tween the Twenty-seventh and the new Twen- 
tieth ward be made Division street instead 
of North avenue. 

“This plan is largely a plan of compro- 
mise, declared Ald. Cermak. ‘If we make 
any changes here the aldermen who vote for 
them will have to carry the load. We've got 
enough votes to pass this plan and if you 
insist upon making changes III entertain 
a motion to defer action.” *

The committee agreed to name the new 
ward which is to be created from the south 
part of the Twenty-seventh, the Twentieth 
ward. The Eighteenth ward will remain the 
west bide river ward.

John F. Dryden, Founder of Pru- 
dential Company, Succumbs. 


PNEUMONIA IS THE CAUSE. 


Served a Term as United States Senator 
from New Jersey. 


Newark, N. J., Nov.24.—John F. Dryden, 
founder of the Prudential Insurance Com- 
pany of America and at the head of it prac- 
tically all his life, a former member of the 
United States senate, and a multimillionaire, 


died at his home here tonight. Death was 


attributed to pneumonia developing after an 
operation a week ago. 

Mr. Dryden was 72 years old. He was a 
native of Farmington, Me. After leaving 
college he modeled an industrial insurance 
company, being the first to introduce this sort 
of insurance in the United States. 


* Mr. Dryden was elected to the senate as 4 


Republican in 1902, and four years later was 
the choice of the primaries for reélection.

G. H. Fergus, Collector of Chi- 
cago Data, Sucenmbs. 


KNEW PIONEER 


SETTLERS. 


i Memory Was Storehouse Valuable to 
Historical Society. 


George H. Fergus, old time Chicagoan, 
who was a fund of information on the early 
history of the city, died last night at his 
home, 619 Gary place. Mr. Fergus, who was 
71 years old, had been ailing for several 
years. Two weeks ago he was forced to take 
to his bed. 

Mr. Fergus was one of the regular con- 
tributors to the records of the Chicago His- 
torical society and at his home had the 
events of the city's history from its earliest 
stages classified in such a way that he could 
Yeadily find information on almost any sub- 
ject. 

He knew the family history of all the early 
Chicagoans and could tell the exact spot in 
the city on which each was born. Of Lake 
street, one of the city’s earliest thorough- 
fares, he knew the seventy-five year histofy 
of every foot of frontage from Wabash ave- 
nue to the river. 


Born Here in 1840. 

In a card index he kept the record of each 
of the early settlers, the origin and date of 
arrival in the city of the first of the name, his 
or her marriage, names, dates of birth, and 
places of birth by street numbers of the chil- 
dren, dates of deaths or removal from city, 
and other data. 

Mr. Fergus was born on Sept. 1, 1840, ina 
house which occupied the ground on which 
the Olympic theater now stands. His father, 
Robert Fergus, had arrived in Chicago the 
previous year from Scotland and had imme- 
diately engaged. in the printing business, pub- 
lishing that same year the first Chicago 
Girectory. The son, George, entered his 
father’s printing, business in 1864, and, with 
his brothers, was conducting business under 
the firm name of the Fergus Printing com- 
pany at the time of his death. 


Zouave in Civil War. 

In the civil war Mr. Fergus served as a 
lieutenant of Elisworth’s Zouaves. 

Mr. Fergus is survived by Mrs. Fergus and 
seven children, Robert C., George S., Horace 
G., and Benjamin H. Fergus, Mrs. Arthur 
E. Clifford of New York, Mra. Frank Bartz 
of Ohicago, and Miss Phyllis Fergus. There 
are also three brothers and a sister, John B. 
and Benj@min Fergus of Chicago, Walter 
Scott Fergus of San Antonic, Tex.; and Miss 
Jessie M. Fergus. 

The date for the funeral has not been fixed,

TWENTY - EIGHT FINED. 


Armour & Co. Disciplined for 
Selling Doctored Eggs 
Product.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 21.—[Specia!.J— 
There were more vielations of the federal 
pure food and drug law in Illinols last year 
than in any other state in the union. The 
report made public by the secretary of agri- 
culture today discloses that twenty-eight Illl- 
nois manufacturers and dealers were found 
guilty of purveying misrepresented and adul- 
terated foods and drugs. 

The offenders included a number of large 
corporations, some of them with national 
reputation as trusts, and some of them had 
been prosecuted previously by the govern- 
ment for violation of the food and drug act. 
The punfshment given the offenders varied 
from seizure of the condemned foods and 
drugs to fines of $200 and costs. 

The record of prosecutions in Illinois shows 
@ marked falling off in the number of cases 
during the last six months. The department 
officials say that there has been no diminution 
of vigilance, but that many of the food and 
drug dopers, particularly those in Chi- 
cago, are being put out of business perma- 
nentiy. 


Should Imitate “‘The Tribune. ” 

Dr. Wiley believes there would be fewer 
fake foods and medicines if newspapers gen- 
erally refused the advertising of nostrums and 
gave publicity to the punishment of offenders. 
Some manufacturers and dealers are repeat- 
edly prosecuted for purveying the same dele- 
terious drug or imitation food. They pay 
their fines cheerfully and consider the price 
of operation cheap so long as the newspapers 
do not expose their shams to the body of con- 
summers. 

According to the records of the department, 
Chicago is the only large city in the country in 
which publicity is given the government 
prosecutions, and THE TRIBUNE is the only 
medium of such exposures.

NO MEAT 


IN MINCEMEAT. 


Sugar Swept from Floors Is Sold to 
Candymakers, 


The puzzle of What we eat unknowingly 
was partly solved yesterday afternoon by 
John B. Newman, assistant state food com- 
missioner, who addressed the Millard Avenué 
Women’s club at a meeting in the MinNard 
Avenue Congregational church. When he 
had finished talking the women decided to 
take his advice and read the label.“ 

* Much of the lemon extract is now called 
lemon grass extract,” said Mr. Newman. 
* You used to eat the grass when you were 
children. In the Greek district a dealer sells 
cotton seed of) for olive oil. In the Greek 
language he calls it olive oll. In English he 
labels it corhectly, because his customers 
cannot read the language. Thus he complies 
with the law and fools the Greeks. 


No Tomatoes in Catsup. 

“In a factory on the northwest side they 
make a brand of catsup called ‘tomate.’ Our 
inspectors found thatit was made of tomato 
pulp, apple peelings and cores, and water, 
the bulk of which is soaked up by corn meal, 
the whole sweetened with saccharine and 
preserved with benzoate of soda. The dirt 
over the entire floor of this factory was an 
meh and a half thick. 

“We visited a mince meat factory, also 
on the northwest side, and found that the 
only ingredients were currants, apple peel- 
ings and cores, and suet. The currants were 
kept in bins alive with white worms. We 
asked the manufacturer how he got rid of 
the worms. He said he soaked the currants 
in boiling water and that the worms came 
to the top and were skimmedoff. We took a 
sample of what was left.’ 

He siowed the sample, which contained 
almost as many worms as currants. There 
were also chips from the floor and large 
stems. He sajd the finished product tasted 
well, but none of the club members tried it. 


Dr. Evans’ Policy Commended. 

Wo heard of a man who was selling pow- 
dered sugar in Chicago at an extremely low 
price,“ continued Mr. Newman, “and we 
went out to investigate. It was found that 
he had been grinamg granulated sugar to 
make powdered sugar, and that he had col- 
lected sixteen barrels of sweepings. He was 
selling the sweepings to canédy manufactur- 
ers. An analysis of the sweepings showed 
that they contained lubricating oil, waste, 
wood from the floor, tobacco, and tubercu- 
losis germs.”’ 

Mr. Newman urged that the policy of Dr. 
W. A. Evans, health editor of THE TRIBUNE, 
in fighting for pure milk be carried out. He 
said that the hands of the milker should be 
washed before milking, that the udder of the 
cow should be washed, and that the milk 
should be kept in a cool place. When he had 
finished speaking he was invited to a home 
made cafeteria luncheon. He declined, tel!- 
ing the club women who had cooked it that 
he was on a diet. g

FINES FOR FAIR RIOTERS. 

One, Having Been Convicted 

Eight Times, Gets Two 
Months’ Jail Sentence. . 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
LONDON, Nov. 24.—A telegram has been 
sent to the chancellor of the exchequer, Mr. 
Lioyd-George, signed by 200 of the suffraget 
prisoners in Bow street. They reject his 


offer to urge a campaign in support of the 


proposal to include women in the govern- 
ment's coming manhood suffrage bill, and 
say they will accept nothing less than a 


government measure giving equal voting 


rights to men and women. 


Lloyd-George Keeps Promise. 

In an address tonight at the annua! gath- 
ering of the National Liberal Federation at 
Bath Lloyd-Gdeorge made good his promise 
to start a campaign in favor of a woman 
suffrage amendment to the proposed man- 
hood suffrage bill. He devoted one-half of 
his long speech to an earnest plea for broad, 
democratic suffrage for women. He urged, 
among other things, that when women are 
enfranchised not only in Great Britain but in 
Europe they would see to it that the land is 
not drenched with the blood of their sons. 
If women, he said, through their enfranchise- 
ment saved the world one war they would 
have justified their vote before God and man. 


Fines for Female Ridters, 


A majority of the militant suffragets tried 
in Bow Street court this morning were let 
off with small fines after convictions of 
Stone throwing, assaulting policemen, and 
destroying property in the Farliament 
square disorder. 

There were several heavier sentences in- 
terspersed, however. 

Mary Leigh, who was shown in the court 
room to have been convicted of breaking the 
peace on seven previous occasions, got two 
months in jail with no option of a fine, and 
she was publicly warned that a further repe- 
tition of her offense would be punished by 
the imposition of a penalty which would in- 
clude hard labor. She did not appear cast 
down by the proceedings. . 


Women of Nobility Convicted. 

Meveral women of the nobility were among 
these brought to the bar, 

Lady Sybil Smith was convicted of knock- 
ing the helmet from the head of a policeman 
who was in the cordon about the parliament 
buildings. She was fined 52.50, or seven 
days. Lady Lytton was fined $10 and costs, 
or fourteen days in jail as alternative.

Union of Typists Expands. 

One hundred new members have come to the 
stenographers’ union since it announced its 
battle for a minimum wage scale of $12 a 
week. The union, which met last night in 
Handel hall, is not merely a business organ- 
ization designed to advance the economic 
status of those who go down to the loop to 
take dictation, It is going to hold dances as 
well as conduct an employment bureau, and 
its members have ideas about the welfare of 
women, a veritable propaganda. 

“You mustn’t think the union means noth- 
ing to the girl who expects to marry,” Miss 
Olive Sullivan, treasurer, explained. “In a 
day of advancing ideas it means just as much 
to a girl who already is engaged to be asso- 
ciated with the union as it does to the girl 
who never bas thought of marrying. Even a 
girl who marries needs associations gutside 
her own home She needs discussion with 
other women. Women nowadays can’t afford 
to stop developing when they marry. Their 
interests can’t be fcunded by their own homes 
if they are to be bappy. 

“The union isn’t concerned merely with 
wages. We expect to raise the standard of 
the profession or the trade. That means some- 
thing more than higher wages. Our first 
dance will be held Dec. 7. 

“You know there are lots of stenographers 
in Chicago who have come here from small 
towns and who have no friends here. We 
want to give them a chance to find congenial 
acquaintances and some social opportunity.“ 

Mrs. Kittie Van Bodegraven, president of the 
union, emphasized the possibility of protect- 
ing stenographers. 

“We are sending many stenographers in an- 
swer to calls at our employment bureau,” she 
said. “We investigate each place before we 
send any ome. The stenographer wants to 
know conditions, but she hasn’t had a fair 
chance heretofore to find. out.” 

The meeting concluded with an appeal by 
Miss Sullivan to the members to help get evi- 
dence ot violations of the ten hour law during 
the Christmas shopping season. .

Miss Addams is being assisted by Mrs. Cath- 
arine Waugh McCulloch and Mrs. Sophia M. 
Breckenridge. Alice Bright Parker is chairman 
of the association’s county fair committee. 

In addition to the baby show and baking and 
cooking contests the women plan to show art 
and handicraft of members in hook boothsy pic- 
ture shops, linen booths, basket booths, and 
silver and jewelry booths.

dollars a month for wood, What do you pay 


for gas?”

Economical Housekeeping 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


The Sausage Garnish and Garnished. 


OR a hundred years or more pork sau- 
Sages have been used in England as a 
very savory and favorite, accompaniment 
to either roasted or boiled poultry. A 
turkey thus garnished ts called “an 
alderman in chains,” 
The English make a distinction betweén the 
pork sausage and the German sausage. The 
pork sausage, which used to be about the only 
one we had in America, is undoubtedly yet a 
great favorite, especially among people who 
make their own sausage meat, 

It is considered by some cooks overeconom- 
ical to fry sausages in their own fat, these 
people maintaining that a little butter or fat 
should be used, letting them get hot very 
Sradually, otherwise they will be partially 
scorched and have the pliebald appearance that 
all fried things have when not sufficient fat is 
allowed. 

AS sausages may be made at home and of 
inexpensive meat, and as they are always best 
when freshly made, the home cook will take 
pains to have those of her own make if she 
has the time. The sausage meat is often used 
in all kinds of forcemeats, with little balls of 
it for the garnish around the turkey or what- 
ever is so stuffed, 

Of: course, it is necessary in most cases to 
buy the sausages: in skins, and as there is no 
waste and the price is not high, this ts an 
economical meat. The question of pricking 
them or not is a mooted one. Those who would 
not do so say that this lets the juice out. 
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The following recipes are mostly contributed 
ones, all tried by somebody, though not by me. 

Baked Sausage.— Put eight nice sausages on 
baking dish, alternating with eight strips of 
bread cut in the same length as the sausages, 
Prick the sausages and bake in hot oven fif- 
teen minutes, Baste with their own liquor a 
few times and when done serve on a platter 
with a sauceboat of their own gravy or a 
sharp saucé. wt ; 

Baked Sausage with Potatoes.—Boil and 
mash eight or nine potatoes and spread them in 
not too large a baking dish. Make into small 
pats three-fourths of a pound of uncooked 
sausage and cover the potatoes with them as 
nearly as possible. Place in hot oven to 
brown, turning them when the upper side is 
done so that both sides may be well browned 
and all well cooked. 

Homemade Meat Sausages.—Cut a few pleces 
of salt pork in fine squares and fry. When a 
golden brown add chopped onions and parsley 
and simmer for a few minutes. Then add this 
mixture to about three-fourths of a. pound 
each of ground pork and veal. Season with 
salt, pepper, and nutmeg, roll into small sau- 
Sages and fry in butter. 

Sausage and Apple.—Core and cut in half 
four apples and put them in a baking dish. 
Mold sausage into cakes and put In wire bas- 
ket over apples and bake. f 
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Broiled Sausage with Potatoes and Apple 
Rings.— Dip linked sausage in boiling water 
about one minute, then range them on the 
trivet in the broiling pan and set on the very 
bottom of the broiling oven. Have the gas 
full power till they are browned on all sides, 
then reduce to one-half or less. Have ready 
potatoes cut as for French fried, parboil for 
ten minutes, drain, and put them in the broil- 
ing pan under the sausage to finish cooking in 
the fat that drips from the meat. After re- 
moving the rack of sausages return the pota- 
toes to the broiler till as brown. as liked. 
Apple Rings: Make a sirup of two-thirds of 
a cup each of sugar and water. Prepare two 
or, three as large apples as you can get by 
paring, coring, and cuting them in rings. If 
convenient rub over the rings with the cut 
side of a lemon to keep them white. Cook two 
or three pieces at a time in sirup, turning 
them often so that they will keep their shape. 
Serve surrounding sausages on platter. 

A less elegant way of serving apple with 
sausages or pork is to wash the apple well, 
take out blossom, then cut fn rings without 
paring or corning, and frying them in fat, 
Thess are very good, though not exactly 
dainty.

HE reserve which marked the attitude 
' of the public at the first two perform- 
, ances of the Chicago Opera company’s 

present season was changed into the 

most enthusiastic demonstrativeness 
last night by Mme. Luisa Tetragzini, who set 
the audience to shouting and applauding with 
her interpretation of the mad scene from 
Luela, and kept them at it for five min- 
utes, while she bowed her acknowledgments: 
Not since Caruso was first heard here has 
there been anything like it. Nor did his 
achievements, even in the days of his prime, 
match the display of vocal technic which so 
excited Mme. Tetrazzini’s listeners. 

Beyond the fact that Mme. Tetrazzini, Uke 
Caruso, is a vocal phenomenon, there ia, of 
course, no resemblance between the art of the 
two distinguished singers. However, they 
possess in common the power to move an 
audience as can no other operatic stars of the 
present generation. As Caruso’s hold upon 
the public seems to be waning, the day prob- 
ably is not far distant when Mme. Tetraz- 
zini'’s position will be one of splendid isola- 
tion. Like the voice and the art that have 
made it, that position is even now unique, for 
in all that pertains to the technic of song the 
great coloratura soprano is supreme. 
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But the word technic must assume a larger 
meaning than that generally accepted if it 
is to be made the measure of such an art 
as is hers. It must include the power to as- 
tonish, to excite, to satisfy with the pure 
beauty of perfect tone. It must imply that 
command of interpretative resource! that is 
concerned with the interplay of light and 
shade and color whereby the melodic phrase 
takes on life and meaning. Therefore, it 
was not to hér high E flats alone that Mme. 
Tetrazzini owed her great success in the 
mad scene.“ The beauty of tone that could 
sustain the contrast of the flute's soft reso- 
nance, the facility that could match its runs 
and trills, the control of dynamic variety 
that could command any inflection at any 
moment and in every part of the enormous 
compass of her voice, imparted to the aria 
musical values that have long remained un- 
suspected. 

As to the voice itself, it is more than a 
mere vocal phenomenon that embraces the 
greatest compass and accomplishes the most 
astonishing pyrotechnic feats of the genera- 
tion. It is not cold; nor devoid of the quality 
of sympathy, else there were a flaw in its 
perfect beauty, and in this direction it has 
grown during the last two seasons, gaining 
in warmth and in volume. 

a 

Mr. Dippel might easily have announced 
the Lucia performance as an all star 
night, for Mme. Tetrazzini had the brilliant 
support of Amadeo Bassi, Mario Sammarco, 
and the young American bass, Henri Scott, 
whose name, however, did not appear in the 
published cast. Campanini lent his invalu- 
able services as master of orchestra, and the 
total result represented a complete realiza- 
tion of those ideals of operatic art that recog- 
nize sensuous beauty of tone and of melody 
as its highest manifestations. : 

This distinguished cast proved sufficient- 
ly attractive to bring to the Auditorium an 
audience that was about as large as those 
of the two preceding evenings, and this, de- 
spite the fact that prices were advanced to 
the $7 dollar scale and the performance was 
outside the regular subscription. Since Chi- 
cago looks with marked disfavor on $7 opera, 
Mme. Tetrazzini had no occasion to feel that 
the reception accorded her on the occasion 
of her first appearance in opera in Chicago 
lacked that measure of cordiality which her 
position in the world of art entitled her to 
expect. 

It remains only to record the success which 
rewarded the efforts of Mr. Bassi and Mr. 
Sammarco and Mr. Scott and to pay due 
tribute to the wonders wrougnt in the faded 
score by Mr. Campanini’s interpretative 
genius. There were moments that seemed al- 
most modern, one of them, strange to say, 
being the sextet. This most famous of con- 
certed numbers seems to possess perennial 
freshness and it is certain that it has never 
before been so gorgeously sung in Chicago. 

Both Mr. Bassi and Mr. Sammarco had the 
good fortune to be well disposed vocally, which 
is equivalent to saying that the performance 
profited by the elegance and distinction char- 


acteristic of their art.

HE greatest things in art defy the cold 

precision of verbal definition. There- 

Yore the following account of the violin 

playing of Efrem Zimbalist must begin 

with an admission of its futility. It 

wil endeavor. to record certain aspects of 

that playing that distinguish it above that 

of all the younger violinists and entitle this 

youth of. 22 years to a place beside Kreisler 
and Ysaye. 

But the spirit that lives in Mr. Zimbalist's 
art and lifts it to such serene heights of 
beauty has not been named and catalogued 
We call it genius and if the word is ex- 
panded to mean a superior order of intelli- 
gence responding to the promptings of = 
noble sense of the beautiful, then it may 
serve as a peg on which to hang a few of the 
many impressions that his playing created 

Salient among its many significant at- 
tributes is the simplicity and directness of 
its utterance. Mr. Zimbalist presented the 
Glazounow concerto for the Grst time in 
Chicago, and although the work was new, 
the hearer was made to ayprehend its mean- 
ing as clearly as though it had had many 
repetitions. 

~~ 


With a tone of unsurpassed purity he sang 
its melodies, unfolding their great emotional 
message, without a hint of that exaggeration 
that passes among the sentimentalists for 
profound feeling, preserving the symmetry 
that defines but does not limit their Lisztian 
breadth and freedom. Supreme in its effort- 
less mastery, his technic blotted out the 
enormous difficulties of .the work. With 
cumulative power he built up its noble pro- 
portions. In short, Mr. Zimbalist represents 
all the glories of the Russian Jewish school 
of violin playing in the highest manifesta- 
tion that they have yet attained, and no 
greater tribute can be paid him. 

It is difficult under the spell of such an ar- 
gument as Mr. Zimbalist advanced in its 
favor to preserve toward the Glazounow con- 
certo that attitude of reserve and delibera- 
tion popularly supposed to be critical. 48 
he plays it, the conviction is unavoidable 
that it is the most significant composition 
in this form that has been given to the world 
since Liszt, whose spirit and manner it sug- 
gests, wrote his piano concertos and his

ously Sam’L Thie probably is to mortify 
the flesh by indulging in no such Babylonish 
nomenclatural luxury as “ Samuel.” 

If one could understand Sam'l one might 
ha ve put a finger on a weakness in the re- 
public, but as far as one gets is merely ft 
know that there are many Sam'ls and that 
they grow like the shagbark hickory. They 
have ideas as it has nuts, packed in hard 
shells, and it takes a hammer and a flat iron 
to open them up. 

Mr. Pennypacker has on his mind the 
“ Desecration and Profanation of the Penn- 
sylvania Capitol,” and his eloquence is that 
of a patriarch of the tribe whose majestic 
beard trembles as he denounces the way- 
wardness and wildness of the young men. 

There is no disposition to find fault with 
Mr. Pennypacker. He is in the clutch of 
circumstances. Habits of thought have 
made him a monument of indurated steel. 
Quay was to him a statesman and the ma- 
chine of Pennsylvania a beneficent device to 
promote good government. ; 

Now his indignation is honest and it bub- 
bles forth from an overwrought nature. The 
clamor which arose when Pennsylvania dis- 
covered that it had built a statehouse by 


| rascility—a clamor which sent men to the 


penitentiary, to the grave, and to the insane 

asylum, a clamor which brought stolen 

money back into the state treasury—was to 
Mr. Pennypacker the pestanaioon of that

Here was a wondrous work of the build- 
er, a triumph of skill and artistry, the work 
of a people, the expression of their genius, 
and it has been slandered, its contrivers dis- 
graced and driven to ruin and death. Mr. 
Pennypacker refuses to approach the end 
of his natura! life without uttering a protest 
against this desecration. -He was governor 
when it was built. Therefore we have pub- 
lished the “ Desecration and Profanation 
of the Pennsylvania Capitol.” 

“It is due to the commonwealth that 
some one with a semblance of authority and 
the power of speech,” says this stern re- 
buker of a state’s error, “ should raise his 
voice in protest against the harm done to 
her and in answer to the reproach which 
has been cast upon her and which she little 
deserves.” 

Mr. Pennypacker is not defending crime 
or attempting to condone it. If he were 
there would be little reason for paying much 
‘attention to him, He denies that there was 
acrime. He finds a conspiracy. He finds 
men associated together with the villalnous 
resolve to besmirch character and destroy 
reputation, He finds that there was a plot 
and it trampled on the face of innocence and 
virtue. 5

HEALTHFUL HEATING OF HOUSES. 
RE this the shop windows have dis 
E played rows of trained batteries in 
the nature of stoves, ranges, and 
heaters of all kinds announcing the 
battle royal to be fought with Old 
Man Winter. Gradually these batteries, 
Shiny Black, Lustry Bright, Batter Big 
Chest, etc., are distributed to the houses of 
our citizens. Once more mere man asserts 
his superiority, mounts a step ladder to 
prove it, gets the stove piped, and con- 
fers upon himself a sooty mark of dis- 
tinction, while the real master, the lady 
of the house, watches it all with a direct- 
ing eye. Outside is heard the heavy 
trudging of horses pulling a wagon brim- 
ful of coal. Last, but not least, the jan- 
itor is becoming more officious. Everything 
shows preparedness to fight with heat and 
fervor the onslaughts of Winter. 


„ 


There are many methods of heat, each 
having its advantages and disadvantages. 
The great advantage of heating by open 
fires is that ventilation is added. The dis- 
advantage is that it heats the room un- 
evenly. The outside walls are always cold 
and the floors are usually so. The fire 
must have air, and the incoming air is 
necessarily cold. Arrangements can be 
made to deflect it, but none can be made 
to heat it. Open fireplace heating 18 
adapted to rooms occupied by a few peo- 
ple—for example, sitting rooms. 

Open fireplaces In which gas is burned 
are open to another objection. Frequently 
tather ornate gas logs are used. The gas 
flows from a small pipe into a larger 
space and there escapes from many open- 
ings. Frequently these openings are more 
or less obscured by asbestos. In conse- 
quence unburned gas nearly always es 
capes and in a short while the odor in 
the room is appreciable. 

The remedy is easily applied. Gas logs 
should de simple and plain, with a small 
number of openings, and those in such 
plain view that a point from which gas 
is escaping into the room could not be 
overlooked. Occasionally heating is done 
by a gas burner which has no chimney or 
fue attached, This is always to be con- 
demned. When gas burns it is not de- 
stroyed. It is merely changed into other 
gases, and these are almost as harmful 
as the original gas. 

— 1 

And finally those who make use of open 
fire heating, whether they use coal or gas, 
should remember that unless the windows 
are raised or the ventilators are opened 
the air of the room speedily gets into a 
harmful condition. This happens more 
quickly than where there is steam or hot 
water heating and lack of ventilation. 

The conclusion is that for rooms occu 
pied by but few people and with venti- 
lators and windows sufficiently used, open 
fire heating is excellent. In the milder 
climates, say south of a line through 
Memphis and in the southwest, its advan- 
tages are great enough to overcome its 
discomforts. This is true of its use in 
houses and small halls. It can be adapted 
to schoo] use in California, the southwest, 
and in the south beyond Montgomery, Ala. 
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SUGGESTION ON VENTILATION, 
W. B. L. writes: “I believe that the best 
way to heat and ventilate a room is to use 
indirect radiation, taking oold air from the 
outside, passing it through a radiator under 
neath the floor and having the radiator as low 
and as wide and long as they are made, to 
give the required amount of radiation; 
placing a water pan on top and admitting, 
heated air to the room by an opening in the 
floor in front of the windows; the air to be 
taken out of the room by openings in the 
Walls at floor level on the outside wall of the 
room. In this way the heated air would enter 
the room, rise along the outside wall, traverse 
the ceiling to the back wall, descend along 
that, crosa the floor to the outside wall, and 
go out, giving thorough circulation to the afr. 
The natural Graft could be used or electric 
fans; the latter would, of course, give a posi- 
tive action. Please refer me to several of the

these modifications: 

The air should enter at several places. 

A large part of it should enter near the outside 
wall. 

The outlete should be on the outside wall. 

The outlet ducts should have openings near the 
ecelling and also near the floor. 

An exhaust fan would be necessary to care for 
the rooms on the lee side of the bullding. 

To take the air through the walls and let it fow 
through the radiators would be cheaper, simpler, 
and more effective. 

The floors are warm in bulldings several stories 
high. The radiation underneath the floor would 
fit a one-floor school bullding.

These peanuts of which I speak are 
not olly, like the Louisiana peanut, but are 
éryer and more palatable, and considered a 
higher grade than the Louisiana brand. I 
should also like to know if one glass of beer 
a day is of much good to the system. Is 
draft beer clean, and approximately what 
is the amount of germs contained in beer? 
Are the germs in beer a conveyor of diseases? 
My noonday meal ‘consists of about one- 


quarter of a pound of salted peanuts and a 


giass of- beer. T satisfies my noonday 
hunger and seems to nourish me as well asa 
regular lunch. What is your opinion of this 
practice?’’ 95 

REPLY. 

In the tables published last week there fe shown 
the food value of peanuts. The food value of pea- 
nuts is high, especially in cold weather. A glass 
of beer is of no particular good to the system. It 
has a low food value, especially as compared with 
peanuts, Good draft beer is practically sterile. 
It is clean. It does not convey disease.

HR whirligig of time brings 
| many odd changes. Some thirty years 


ago the fascinating Countess Alex- 
andra Hutten Czapska, wife of young 
Nicholas de Kolomine, secretary of the 
Russian legation at Berne, was the toast of 
the Swiss capital. All the young men and 
many of the old ones as well were at her feet. 
An arrant flirt and a heartless coquette, 
she seeed to delight in provoking trouble 
and so many duels were fought on her ac- 
count, not only among the members of the 
foreign diplomatic corps, but even among 
the more phiegmatic Bernese (who are 
patrician in their prejudices and ideas) and 
so much domestic happiness was either se- 
riously disturbed or entirely wrecked that 
the Helvetian government at last resorted 
to the extraordinary step of requesting the 
Russian minister of foreign affairs to trans- 
fer young de Kolomine, and above all his 
wife, to some other post. 
Evidently the czar was not consulted about 
the matter. Otherwise it is Improbable in 
the extreme that he would have sanctioned 


court of his nephew, the late Grand Duke 
Louis of Hesse, for no sooner was Mme. de 
Kolomine established at Darmstadt than she 
straightway began to set her cap at the 
grand duke, who, a widower of uxorious dis- 
position, felt particularly lonely. 

In course of time De Kolomine was trans 
ferred to Japan at the instance of the grand- 
duke, who possessed many powerful and in- 
fluential friends at St. Petersburg. Mme, de 
Kolomine remained behind at Darmstadt 
and when they had thus been separated their 
“marriage was quietly annulled. J 

~~ 

The grand duke would have married Mme. 
‘de Kolomine at once—m y, of 
course—had he not been afraid of his first 
wife's mother, Queen Victoria. He was 
largely dependent upon her in a financial 
sense and also was aware of the benefits 
which his children were to receive under 
the terms of her will, and he knew that 
since she had remained faithful to the mem- 
ory of her own husband, the late prince con- 
sort, she viewed with pronouficed disfavor 
second marriages and would certainly regard 
any union on his part with Mme. de Kolo- 
mine as an almost unpardonable affront. 

When, however, the marriage of his daugh- 
ter, Princess Elizabeth, to the late Grand 
Duke Sergius of Russia took place at Darm- 
stadt, in the presence of the elderly queen 
herself, of the late Emperor and Empress 
Frederick of Germany and of royal and im- 
perial personages from all the courts of 
Europe he plucked up courage and, on the 
morning of the day of his daughter's wed- 
ding, he went through a secret ceremony 
of morganatic marriage with Mme. de Kolo- 
mine. 

Some one told 1 Vittoria. He was 
summoned to 
on the same day from his bride's apart- 
ments and under the threat of ostracism by 
the courts of Great Britain and of Berlin, the 
stoppage of his allowance from the queen’s 
privy purse, and the elimination of his own

American league club owners will convene 
for their annual business meeting on Dec. 
11 in New York, according to plans announced 
yesterday by President Johnson on his re- 
turn from the east. 

The date falls on Monday this year and it 
is unusual to book a business meeting that 
early in the week, but the banquet to be 
given by the officials of the Philadelphia Ath- 
letics in celebration of their second world’s 
pennant has been fixed for the night of Dec. 
12, and it is the intention to start the busl- 
ness meeting early enough to clear the decks 
and adjourn in advance of the dinner. 
Previous attempts to transact league affairs 
on the day following a world’s pennant ban- 
quet have not been particularly successful, 
hence the hunch in the date. 

The banquet is to be given by President 
Shibe and his associates to the members of 


the Baseball Writers’ association, and is scheduled 

for the Hotel Astor. Officials of both major 

leagues will be included among the guests, as the 

. National league’s annual meeting is scheduled to 
start on Dec, 12 in the same city. 


Action of Minors to Come Up. 


Among the matters to come before the magnates 
at the winter meetings will be the charges requested 
by the minor leagues and formulated at the recent 
conclave in San Antonic. Because of the sickness 
of a relative President Johnson was compelled to 
stop off in Ohio after giving his testimony in the 
Joseph Gordon suit against the New York American 
league club, and he said he was not definitely in- 
formed just what action had dee taken at the 
minof league meeting. 

The proposition to create a higher classification 
for the three discordant minors, the American as- 
sociation and the Eastern and Pacific Coast 
leagues. and any other radical changes in the 
provisions of the national agreement will have to 
come before the two major league bodies for dis- 
cussion and ratification before they can be acted 
upon by the national commission. The same is 
true of the suggestion to restrict the number of 
players that can be taken from the minor leagues 
by purchase and draft during a calendar year. 

Although he personally favors this restriction, 
which is his own idea originally, President John- 
son said that he did not know how it would be 
treated by the club owners of the rival leagues. He 
thought a slight modification of the suggestion ad- 
visable, to the effect that the limit be fixed at ten 
Players per club, either by purchase or draft, in- 
stead of making e five players to be purchased 
and five to be drafted. The latter arrangement 
might be productive of. some uncertainty, as the 
awarding of players under the draft rule is done 
by lot and a club owner might put in drafts for a 
dozen players and not get one of them. 4 rae 


Plans to Look Up Reserve Lists. 


Plans are under way to enforce the agreement 
now “in force in the majors restricting the number 
of players a club may carry on its reserve list 
during the winter—an agreement which is chiefly 
honored by the disregard of it. President Johnson 
sald the national commission was looking into 
the case of one; magnate who had been dickering to 
dispose of players that no one else knew belonged 
to him. Their names do not show on the commis- 
sion’s records as assets of the club now disposing 
of them and the commission is mildly curious about 
it. The identity of the culprit was not disclosed. 

Regar@ng the successor to Hal Chase as mana- 
ger of the New York’ team President Johnson was 
uncommunicative, but the impression was obtained 
that the reported choice of Harry Wolverton for the 
position was not true. 

A well defined rumor named William J. Murray, 
former manager of the Philadelphia Nationals, 
as the man most likely to get the job of managing 
the New York Yankees. Murray is said to be 
under consideration by both New York in the 
American league and Cincinnati! in the National 
league, but prefers the berth nearer his home 
in Jersey City. 

When the change of ownership of the Phillies 
brought Horace Fcgel into prominence Murray 
was asked to resign the management, although 
his ccntract. had not expired. By appeal to 
the league directors and to the national commis- 
sion he forced the club to reimburse him for 
the unexpired term of his contract. Last sea- 
peck he was chief of scouts for the Pittsburgh 
clu 

At the time Murray signed to manage the Phi]- 
lies the American league was anxious to annex 
his services, and President Taylor of the Boston 
club was dickering with him, but took so much 
time to think it over that Murray accepted the 
Quaker cffer.

STOCK BOUGHT AT 200 SOLDS
